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NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


‘Chapter 150, Laws of New Hampshire 


Section 6—Every owner or keeper of a dog three months 
old or over shall annually on or before April 30 cause it to 
be registered, numbered, described and licensed for one year 
from the first day of ensuing May, in the office of the clerk 
of the city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause 
it to wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked with its 
owner’s name, and bearing attached to said collar a metal 
tag distinctly marked with its registered number. Said tag 
shall be furnished by the clerk at the expense of the city or 
town from the amount received from dog license fees. 


Section 18—The mayor of each city and the selectmen 
of each town shall annually within ten days from May first 
issue a warrant to one or more police officers or constables 
directing them to proceed forthwith either to kill or cause 
to be killed all dogs within such city or town not licensed 
and collared according to the provisions of this chapter, and 
to enter complaint against the owners or keepers thereof ; and 
any person may, and every police officer and constable shall 
kill or cause to be killed such dogs whenever and where- 
ever found.

I wish to make an explanation to you why your T.R.A. 
funds are not available for use at the present time. 

The total state share of the T.R.A. fund, some $250,- 
000.00, is one of the sources of revenue that is to be used to 
help replace flood damaged bridges and highways. As a 
result, until your flood damage, including bridges, culverts 
and highways, is entirely completed your T.R.A. fund will 
not be available. 

After a town has expended % of 1% of their valuation 
they have reached the total expenditure necessary for the 
town to contribute or a sum which together with its present 
indebtedness equals an amount in excess of its debt limit, in 
which case the state assurnes the whole flood expenditure. 

Any expenditure over your % of 1% or debt limit will 
be taken care of by the state but will be charged against the 
state share of your T.R.A. fund until such time as that share 
is exhausted or your damage is completed, at which time the 
town’s share plus any balance of the state’s share will be 
available for normal work. 

In setting up W.P.A. projects the sponsor has to contri- 
bute some items. In most cases this is limited to foreman, 
town equipment, gravel and borrow. What ever expenditure 
may be necessary to cover the above items will be charged 
against the state share of the T.R.A. fund. 

Please be sure that all members of your board see this 
letter.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
(Mek Ol ROLCUIIAS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


It is a pleasure to submit my fourth annual report on 
the conditions of the Plainfield Schools. This is the eighteenth 
_ inthe series of Supervisory Reports. 


TEACHERS 


As a matter of record it is well to put down here the 
teacher changes. These are in the East Plainfield, Meriden 
Primary, the Brook and Plainfield Plain Primary Schools. 
Mrs. Dodge, who had taught successfully for about thirteen: 
years at East Plainfield, was transferred to the primary room 
at Meriden. Her place at East Plainfield has been filled by 
Maxine Weston a graduate of Keene Normal, three year 
course. Mrs. Sweet withdrew from teaching and her place 
in the Brook School is being filled by Lauretta Shovan a 
teacher of one year’s experience and a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal. Mrs. Ralph Corrette, who had taught successfully 
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for two years in the primary room at Plainfield, withdrew at 
the close of the school year and her place is being filled by 
Alice Desmond a graduate of Keene Normal, three year 
course. 

We have been fortunate this year in being able to get 
some State Aid for music in our schools. An arrangement 
has been made with Mr. George Lowe, a graduate of New 
England Conservatory and supervisor of music at Kimball 
Union Academy, to teach the music in our schools one lesson 
per week. Mr. Lowe has gone at the work in such a way as 
to build for the future. A considerable improvement is noted 
in the children’s sense of rhythm, harmony and tone quality. 
This appears to be money well spent. 

We have been exceptionally fortunate in our teacher 
changes and selections. We have been also fortunate in 
retaining Miss Ware, Mrs. Crane, Mrs. Northrup, and Mr. 
Young. In the next budget Plainfield must see to it that it 
advances the salaries of its teachers to a level with the other 
communities of similar circumstances. 


HicH ScHOOL 


Pupils from the town of Plainfield are attending, this 
year, as many as five different secondary schools. These are 
Franklin, Lebanon, Claremont, Windsor, West Lebanon, and 
Kimball Union Academy. This is a considerable spread of 
secondary school attendance and indicates that pupils choose 
schools largely for proximity or the opportunity offered for 
board and room with a relative. | 

It is a pleasure to note that Plainfield voted so readily in 
the last School Meeting to pay up to the general state average 
for high school tuition. 


MInor REPAIRS 


Minor repairs have been made this year on the roof of 
the Methodist Hill School. Electric lights have been installed 
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at East Plainfield and some renovation was made on the 
interior of the Meriden rooms. A considerable improvement 
was made on the Spencer School through the application of a 
coat of paint both inside and out. ‘The exterior of the Plain- 
field Plain School was also given one coat of white. My 
recommendations for immediate improvement are: The instal- 
lation of a suitable stove at East Plainfield and a major opera- 
tion on the toilet facilities at Meriden. 


ENROLLMENT 


The enrollment in the various schools is about the same 
as last year and will be found on another page.

At the graduating exercises at Plainfield and Meriden 
respectively, both of which reflected very great credit on the 
native ability of the pupils and the careful training on the 
part of the teachers, the following prizes were awarded by the 
Honorable H. E. Ward who is also the donor:

During the Fall months all the children in the Plainfield 
School District receive a health inspection which covers the 
outstanding defects from which a child may be suffering. 
The nurse usually calls at. the home of the child who has 
defects to talk things over with the parents, for the correction 
of defects is more important than many parents realize. The 
following statistics cannot tell of the value of school health 
work. The questions answered, the responses made to the 
demands of teacher, pupil and parent cannot be put in num- 
bers. 


159 pupils were examined. 
18 pupils were poorly developed and nourished. 
2 pupils have defective vision. 
6 pupils have nervous conditions. 
8 pupils have enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
8 pupils have defective breathing. 
8 pupils have enlarged neck glands. 
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1 pupils has defective speech. 
35 pupils have defective teeth.

66 pupils attended the school dental clinic. 
4 pupils have visions corrected with glasses. 
8 pupils have recovered from enlarged neck glands. 
2 pupils have recovered from nervous conditions.
